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publiſh theſe Rules and Regulations

formable to its preſent ſtate: And it is 
but gratitude to the Benevolent, who have 
ſo nobly ſupported this Inſtitution, to ac- 
quaint them of the ſucceſs which attends it. 


1. 1 is with great ſatisfaction we now 


2. To conceive a juſt idea of this Eſtab- 


liſhment, it ſhould. be remembered that there 
is a peculiar diſadvantage under which it Ja- 
bors, ariſing not from the difficulty of re- 
pentance, but from the nature of the Cha- 
rity itſelf. The women who prove worthy 
of it, do for that very reaſon conceal them- 
ſelves from public view; and thoſe who are 
profligate, and repugnant to the mercy 


{ which is offered to them, revel in the dread- 


ful ſcenes of licentiouſneſs, and publiſh their 
ſhame without remorſe. But ſurely this is 
no ſolid objection to ſuch a Charity, either 
in a pious or political view.

3. With regard to the nurſeries of vice 

which abound amongſt us, theſe muſt be 
left to the Civil Magiſtrate; but to ſuccour the 
wretched who are plunged, perhaps, by the 
moſt inſidious arts, into a labyrinth of misfor- 
tunes is a taſk reſerved for this Charity, 
Here the Pious and Humane, may enjoy the 25 
exalted pleaſure of ſnatching from an early 
grave, many young women, who would 
otherwiſe be devoted to deſtruction, under 
the direction of wretches who traffic in ſin 
and miſery. 

4. This Houſe of repentance may be alſo 
conſidered as a ſignal to warn unwary youths, 
from ſplitting on the rocks of vice, where they | 
are fo often allured by vanity and diſſipa- |

tion: It may help to teach them reſigna- 
tion to the laws of the great Founder of our 
Religion, as contained in the Goſpel, which 
ſo emphatically forbids the fin in queſtion. 
And with reſpe& to the happineſs of this 
life, as depending on the ſweets of ſociety, 
and every relation which men hold dear, by 
this Inſtitution they are reminded of the great 


difference of {kat contract which is agreeable 
to 
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to the divine command ; and the promiſcn- 
ous commerce ſo juſtly forbidden by the 
laws of the moft civilized nations. 

5. The ftrongeſt objection made to this 
undertaking, at the commencement of it in 
1758, was founded upon the candid queſ- 
tion, What will you do with fuch poor crea- 
tures when you have them 9” This difficulty was 
folved by the firſt humane propoſer of the 


Charity, Mr. Robert Dingley, who juſtly ob- 


ferved that ſuch women might be either 
placed out into ſervices, or reſtored to their 
parents or friends. Repeated trial has con- 
firmed this opinion, and the experience of 
ten years, has inſtructed us how to render 


the deſign elfeQual to the great end in 


view. 


6. In. examining the prefent State of this 
Charity we find, that of the number of wo- 
men admitted, few have been diſcharged 
with diſgrace: But upon application to 


parents and friends, many who have behaved. 


well, have been provided with ſuitable ſer- 
vices, through the channel of ſuch connec- 
tions; and others. ſtill more fortunate, be- 

B 2 ing 
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ing happily reconciled to their deareſt rela- 
tions, are taken under their immediate pro- 
tection. In the mean time, the Matron 
of the Houſe (whenever an application is 
made to her for a ſervant) diſcharges her 
part by recommending ſuch as ſhe has a 


good opinion of, being fitly qualified for the 


place propoſed. 

7. Experience alſo proves that many 
of theſe unhappy women are related to per- 
ſons of great tenderneſs and ſenſibility, who, 
upon a fair detail of their good behaviour, 
have followed the dictates of humanity, and 

afforded them all the aſſiſtance in their 


power. 
8. Many conſiderate perſons who have 


when living, have frequently commiſerated 
the condition of the daughter, and after her 
being a proper time in the Houſe, and 
anſwering the deſign of it, have received 
her under their protection. 

9. The encouragement given by paren ts 


and friends to the indiy idual who behaves 
well, 


accidentally beheld the miſery of theſe 
objects, and others who knew the parents 
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well, muſt be preſumed to influence the , 
conduct of the reſt, who have ſuch con- 
nexions, as well as the friendleſs Orphan, 
who will exert herſelf the more, in order to 
merit a recommendation to ſervice, from the 
Matron. - 

Experience proves this to be the real eaſe; 
and as ſuch aid is neceſſary, and ſo deeply 
founded in the precepts of religion, and 
the laws of humanity, it is our duty to re- 
commend this practice in the moſt ſerious 
terms, to the conſideration of the parties 
intereſted. It is thus they may recover their 
relations, who have been unhappily deluded, 
and ſecure to themſelves the rewards of that. 
virtue, the exerciſe of which requires the 
exertion of their trueſt love of God and 
human kind. 

10. The women who are admitted being 
generally between fixteen and twenty-one - 
years of age, cannot be ſuppoſed very old in 
ſin; nor ought it to be imagined that all the 
objects who offer themſelves for admittance, | 
have arrived to the height of vice. The compli- 
cated diſtreſs in which they are. generally. 

| B 3 involved, 
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involved, may be beſt judged of by thoſe who 
attend as Members of the Committee, and 

enquire into the merits of their pretenſions. 
11. Such are the happy effects of this 
Charity, that not only numbers of ſubjects 
are preſerved, in a direct view, but ſeveral 
of the women diſcharged, have been marri- 
ed to ſober and induſtrious perſons, and are 

now joyful mothers of children. 

12. As a further ſecurily for the ſucceſs 
of this undertaking, the houſe is now divided 
into two diſtinẽt Wards, each having an Aſſiſt- 
ant Matron at the head. Thus one half of 
the objects being entirely ſeparated from the 
other, it becomes a more eaſy taſk to diſcover 
their characters and inclinations, their faults 
and their merits : and this regulation pro- 
miles many happy effects. The intended 
New Building is deſigned for three diſtinct 
diviſions, for the uſe of the women. o 
13. Time and practice may ſtill point out 
further improvements, in an eſtabliſhment 
calculated to relieve ſuch a variety of wretch- 
edneſs. The governors will be glad to 
exert themſelves in the promotion of ſo 
good 
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good a work: and if young women in the 
miſerable ſtate of proſtitution are objects of 
pity, ſurely ſuch of them as ſeek relief, and 
appear to be penitent, are intitled to all the 
aſſiſtance which the nature of this Inſtitution 
can afford, And it is no leſs true, that 
there are numerous caſes in which Huma- 


nity, as well as Chriſtian Charity plead in 


behalf of theſe fellow creatures, who with- 
out ſuch aſſiſtance would, to all appear- 
ance, be totally forſaken, and periſh. 

14. To give a true deſcription of the 
infernal arts which are employed by merce- 
nary Panders to feduce unwary females, 
would be too ſhocking to humanity : it 1s 
only a good education, and the fear of God, 
which can be effectual preſervatives againſt 
ſuch temptations. But whule religious im- 
preſſions are ſo faint on the minds of a 
great part of the people, as experience con- 
tinually proves, we cannot be ſurprized at 
the miſery we daily ſee: nor ſhould our 
beſt endevors be wanting to imitate the com- 
paſſion of the Son of God, by imprinting 


on our minds his ever memorable conduct, 
when

when he bad the offending woman, Go and 
in no more.” - 

| 6. ſermons which have been preach- 
(| ed by the ſeveral Divines &, and the publica- 
| tions of the ſeveral Tracts + relating to this 
| Inſtitution fully illuſtrate the. ſubject: And 
ſeeing that it is of ſuch importance in the 
ſeveral views ſet forth, we hope a perma- 
nent eſtabliſiment will be given it. 

The old houſes now occupied for the uſe. 
of this Charity are not only extremely im- 
proper with reſpect to their divifions, but a 
: conſiderable annual expence is required to 
uphold them: for this reaſon it hath been | 
determined as indifpenſably neceſſary, to ſo- 


hcit the contributions of the charitable, in | 
order 
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order to erect a proper plain building; and 
a ſubſcription has been accordingly opened 
as appears by the Liſt of Subſcribers annexed. 

It may be ealily imagined that the ſum 
hitherto raiſed for this purpofe, though it 
ſhould be diſburſed with the utmoſt caution 
and frugality, can hardly be ſufficient to pre- 
pare a commodious habitation for the ob- 


jects of this Inſtitution, and the neceſſary of 


ficers and fervants, together with a proper 
Chapel. We therefore earneſtly recom- 
mend the augmentation of this liſt, truſting 
that many humane and judicious perſons, 
were they made ſenſible of the reality of 
what is here ſet forth, would be glad to 
tranſmit to poſterity ſuch an humble monu- 
ment of their zealous concern for the wel- 
fare of their country, and the good of man- 
kind.

1. He receives the benefactions; keeps an 
account of all receipts and payments; and 
accounts at the four quarterly general courts, 
or oftner if required. 

2. Whatever ſurplus money remains in 
his hands, at any of the ſaid courts, more 
than ſufficient to defray the current ex- 
pences, he 1s to lay out in the public funds, 
if the majority of the Governors then preſent 
ſhall think fit.

1. OU cannot be inſenſible of the 
kindneſs of Providence in bring- 
Y ing you hither. The wretched 
ſituation you are reduced to, ſeems to afford 
you no other relief. Whether this be ex- 
actly fo or not, it is certain that you ought 


to conſider what advantages you may reap 
E by

by thus throwing yourſelf on the mercy of 


this inſtitution. 

2. It will now depend on yourſelf to ren- 
der this Houſe an inſtrument in the hands of 
Providence, of delivering you from your 
preſent diſtreſs, and in good time reſtoring 
you to your Parents, or your Friends, 
and we truſt it will prove a means to en- 
able you to act the part allotted you as a 
good ſubject. 

3. You have alſo an opportunity of 
learning that which is the greateſt happineſs 
man ean enjoy, namely, the true belief; the 
commandments of God; the uſe of prayer; 
(a) and a proper acquaintance with the prin- 
ciples of the religion of Chriſt; or if you 
know theſe already, of being kept in mind 
of ſuch benefits, and conſequently of repent- 
ing of your fins (6). 

4. Idleneſs is the parent of Vice and Mi- 
ſery. You may now be likewiſe taught to 


get your bread by honeſt labor, as the true 
means

5. To this end you muſt be obedient to 
our regulations, as to the hours of riſing and 
going to reſt ; your meals, work, reading, 
praying, the government of your tongne, 
and ſuch like; and you muſt apply yourſelf 
diligently, not to loſe an hour, whilſt you 


remain in the Houſe (c). 
6. You are firſt to underſtand that you 


are received here as a favor, and that this 


Houſe is intended to- promote peace, con- 
tentment, and repentance; that repentance 
means ſorrow for ſin, and amendment of 
life (d); and if you are really ſorry and 
amend, you will be peaceful and contented:

If 
you are not always on your guard, you will 
ſometimes break out into indecent ſallies of 
anger and reproach : you will mention the 
awful name of God, improperly, or pro- 
phanely. Some of your companions, for- 
getting themſelves and their duty, will (if you 
do not take great care) occaſionally provoke 
you to forget yours: And one evil of this 
kind hardly ever fails to bring on many 
others. 

7. Never return an evil or em 
word. The Religion of Chriſt is a Religion 
of ſelf- denial; and if you mean to anſwer the 


end of your coming here, you muſt be hum- 


ble and patient (/). Meekneſs gives quiet 
to the mind; and a quiet mind makes 
peaceful manners. Clamor and anger, ma- 
lice and revenge, even fooliſh, reproachful,

or indecent words, as they are ſtrictly for- 
bidden by the laws of Chriſt (g), ſo are they 
ſtrictly forbidden by the rules of this Houſe. 
Our Charity ſtands on this foundation: that 
quarrelſome, ſullen, idle, ſlutti ſh, careleſs, 
and indecent young women are not the fit 
objects of it. Therefore, 

8. If there appears ſufficient reaſon, it is 
your duty to make complaint to the Aſſiſtant 
of the Matron, that, if neceſſary, the Matron 
herſelf may be acquainted with the nature of 
the offence complained of. 

9. You are bound to be pious in conver- 
ſation, candid and generous, and to live in 
peace and harmony (k). The contrary will 
betray as great a want of ſenſe, as of piety. 
If you mean to act a grateful part, and do 
your beſt to preſerve this inſtitution, you muſt. 
communicate what you ſee amiſs ; and as all

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of you are made acquainted, by means of 
theſe inſtructions, of what is neceſſary, and 
expected of you, no one can plead ignorance 
or complain of another. 

10. Be aſſured, whatever you have 
thought to the contrary, or obſerved in the 
world, the deceitfulneſs of Pride and falſe 
Pleaſure is manifeſt; and there is but one 
way to live in true comfort, to die in calm 
peace, and to enjoy a bleſſed immortality. 
This is to believe in God, and to ſhew that 
you believe in him by obeying his command- 
ments. There is no other rule to judge of 
ourſelves; nor is any other belief of uſe. 
The Devil believes and trembles. 

11. If you intend to act the part of a 
reaſonable creature; and to ſhew that you 
believe in a God, and a ſtate of rewards 
and puniſhments after death: if you are con. 
vinced that a Saviour hath appeared in the 
world, and died to ſave mankind from everlaſt- 
ing deſtruction, on condition that they believe 
in him, and obey him, you will apply this 
to your own particular caſe, and conclude 

that 
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that you are accountable to God for all your 
thoughts, words, and actions. 
12. You acknowledge that you have of. 
fended very much. You have been ſur- 
prized or deceived; been tempted or a 
tempter; or you have had bad inſtruction, 
or no mmſtrufton at all.

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attention of your mind, and all the warmth 
of your heart. Let your underſtanding and 
your affections keep time together. That 
you may be ſure of having ſome prayers al- 
ways about you, learn to repeat by heart

Young perſons eaſily learn to repeat words. 

23. To this end let your prayers be ſhort : 
it is not a multitude of words that can avail 
you. True prayers are as guardian angels : 
You may enjoy the ſolid pleaſure and ad- 
vantage of their company in a palace or a 
dungeon; and without them there can be 
no ſecurity, nor even any true foundation 

for belief, that you will be conſtant to any 
good reſolution for a ſingle day. 

24. As prayer is an intercourſe between 
your heavenly Father and your own heart, 
you can worſhip him only in Spirit and in 
Truth.

25. Seek for the mercy of God, with atten- 
tion of mind and ſincerity of heart; and your 
inclination to ſerve him faithfully, in all 
your thoughts, words and actions, will en- 
creaſe with the daily practice of this duty. But 
here we muſt remind you, that unleſs you ac- 
quire ſuch a good inclination as to go, with 
pious and charitable intentions, and ſorrow 
for your paſt offences, (which are the chief 
things neceſſary) to the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper, you cannot be ſaid to have 
arrived at that point which properly conſti- 
tutes a Chriſtian. The followers of the law of 
Chriſt are commanded to do this in remembrance 
of him, and in love to each other (p). 

26. As you will return into the world 
again, as ſoon as you have acquired a good 
habit of mind, and your parents or friends 
are reconciled, and can place you out in a 
ſafe and proper manner, your great object, 
(þ) See No. 37.

And as you are 
ſo happy as to have prayers alſo provided, 
ſuited to the ſeveral material heads of theſe 
Inſtructions, they will be of the greateſt be- 
nefit to you, if you attend to them. 

You may plainly perceive that every thing 


is done for you that can conſiſtently be 
done: you muſt do the reſt for yourſelves, 


each exerting herſelf. to become happy. 
Reſolve, and do your duty, and I truſt it will 
pleaſe, not your earthly parents or friends, 
nor the Governors alone, to do the beſt they 
can for you; but that God, your hea- 

venly Father, will take you under his pro- 
tection, and preſerve you in this life, and 


bring you to everlaſting happineſs in the life 


to Comèe. 
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If there is a God, and man is an account- 
able and dependant creature: if man is 
commanded to worſhip his Maker in ſpirit 
and in truth, we cannot diſpenſe with the 
performance of this duty. If it requires 
great ſtrength of mind to find words proper 
to be uttered before God, while we are wor- 
ſhipping, we muſt uſe Forms of Prayer, and 
the ſhorter and more ſimple theſe are, the 
more eaſily will the head and heart keep pace, 
and mutually aſſiſt each other.

* Prayer ought to be the continual exer- 
ciſe of life; it is to the ſoul what meat and 
drink are to the body.

ever we want. It is our defence and preſer- 
vatrve againſt ſin, and againſt temptation ; the

To plead want of time, to him who 
gives us time, as it were on purpoſe to wor- 
ſhip him, 1s an affront offered to the Ma- 
jeſty of heaven. If we have no opportu- 
nity to fall down on our knees in ſecret, we 
muſt pray ſecretly as we ſet, or walk, or 
work; but when we pray, to collect our 
thoughts, ſo that our hearts may keep pace 
with our tongues, is as eſſential a duty, as 

it is to pray at all: and for the ſame rea- 
ſon,

ſon, ſhort prayers are far preferable to long 
ones. | 8 
Man is a reaſonable and accountable Be- 
ing; as accountable to his God, nothing 
can make his days paſs in pleaſure, without 
prayer : and what pleaſure can exceed that 
of ſending up our complaints, our petitions, 
and our praiſe, every morning and every 
night ! What joy can be greater than to feel 
within ourſelves the conſciouſneſs of having 
performed this duty in a proper manner; 
and when it is ſo done that God hath heard 
us, and whilſt we obey his commandments, 
that we are, and /hall be under his immedi- 
ate care and protection? 
On the other hand, how painful it is to 
the human heart, to think of being afloat in 
a wide ſea, without proviſion, compaſs or 
ballaſt; toſſed by the tremendous billows, 
and driven by tempeſtuous winds ; whether 
to ſink in the profound abyſs, be daſhed 
againſt rocks, or to periſh with hunger : in 
other words, to be in circumſtances we 
know not how, or in what manner our ſouls 
can be /aved ! This is the fituation of man- 
kind 
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kind who live as without God, by neglect- 
ing prayer; and they often feel it when it is 


too late. 
We are ſure we ſhall die; we are ſure 


that life is at moſt but for a few uncertain 
years; therefore it is impoſſible not to be 
anxious what is to become of us, that is of 
our ſouls, after death. We are perſwaded 
that we have ſouls, and believe they will be 


ſaved or damned. We are always in a ſtate 


of fear or hope; and for the ſame reaſon 
that we believe in a ſtate of rewards and 
puniſhments after death, our fears and hopes 
will extend to objects beyond the grave. 
Every one knows this, who is not ſtupid. 
What then ſhall we do, to take out the ſting 
of our fears, and render our hopes comfortable 
and joyful 2 What can we do but apply our 
hearts and underſtanding, all our mind, and 
all our ſtrength, to God ? 
Here then, as we have ſaid, prayer becomes 

as eſſential to the ſoul, as food is to the body. 
The whole life of a good man, 1s in effect a 
continual prayer; not that he ſpends more 
tune on his knees than the condition of life 
| per” 
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permits, and religion requires, but that God 
is in all his thoughts; and all his words and 


actions are regulated by the rules of religion. 


The words and actions of a wiſe man 
will harmonize and agree with the hopes he 
entertains of being completely happy after 
death; and all the fickneſs, pain, and anx- 
iety which men often ſuffer, in a high 
condition ; and all the poor man's labor and 

feat, for the bread he eats, are not only 
ſupportable to them, but they ſmile amidſt 
their ſufferings, and hope ſoon to be happy. 

Evils, of ſome kind or other, are the lot 
of man that is born of a woman: it is im- 
poſſible to eſcape them all! Our very un- 
derſtanding of what is right, ſhews us our 
own weakneſs, and the folly of others; and 
even our piety 1s the cauſe why our hearts 
bleed, when we behold the fins of mankind ! 
Some kind of miſery will befal us ; but a 
wounded ſpirit, from a conciouſneſs of guilt 
unrepented of, who can bear? And to 
whom can we fly for ſuccour, but to the 


God who made us! And how ſhall we do 


this, if we do not pray to him!

More need not be ſaid to recommend the 
following prayers: Some of them may be 
learnt by heart; all of them may be read and 
ſtudied and made your own, according to 
your circumſtances in life : Peruſe them 
with the hearts of Chriſtians, and implore the 
mercy of heaven to aſſiſt you in all your 
works.

1. Or GENERAL PREPARATION. 


| 2 you would maintain and keep yourſelf 

in a conſtant general preparation for the 
holy communion, fo as always to be fit, upon 
the ſhorteſt notice, to partake of it, (which 
every chriſtian ought to endevor after) be 
careful in the obſervation of theſe following 


rules. 


1. Be diligent in your endevors to know 
and underſtand the ſeveral parts of your 
duty to God, to men, and to yourſelf, for which 


end, you mult be careful to make the beſt uſe 


you can of thoſe means of inſtruction and 
knowledge which God has put into your 
Power; ſuch as reading the holy ſcriptures, and 

other

other good books, or hearing them read; at- 
tending upon the public offices of preaching, cate- 
chizing and the like (a). 

2. You muſt, upon all occaſions, be in- 
duſtrious and zealous in avoiding every fin, 
and to practice and perform every duty ac- 
cording to your ability and — tunity for 
the ſame (6). 

3. You muſt very often think and medi- 
tate upon your ways, and all your particular 
practices, and examine whether or no they 
are agreeable to the rules of your duty ; that 
whatever you find you have been deficient in, 
or done amiſs, you may take the better care 
to rectify and amend for the time to come (c). 

For which end and purpoſe, this following 
eaſy, but very profitable taſk, is recommen- 
ded : namely, tuo or three times in the courſe 
of each day, to carry your thoughts back, 
and conſider what you have been thinking or 

doing, 5

Such queſtions as theſe, if you would GON- 
ſtantly and ſeriouſly put home to your con- 
ſcience, while things remain fre/h in your 
memory, it 18 evident what a mighty influence 
it would have upon you, to reſtrain you from 
evil, and excite you to do that which is good, 


with joy and pleaſure. 


2. OF PARTICULAR PREPARATION. 
I. Whenever notice is given of the cele- 


bration of the holy communion, jmmediately

reſolve, by no means to miſs that opportunity 
of commemorating the /ufferings, and commu- 
nicating in the merits of your bleſſed Lord and 
Saviour. 

II. In the midſt of all your buſineſß. often 
call to mind that fach a day, you muſt not 
be abſent from God's holy table, and there- 
fore be very careful not to do any thing 
which may render you unfit for it. 

III. At ſome ſeaſons it is very neceſſary 
that every man ſhould ſet a little time apart 
for the more ſtrict and particular examination 
of his conſcience. But where a man very 
often receives the holy communion, and ne- 


ver miſſes any opportunity for it; I do not 
conceive that ſuch a parucular examination is 


every time abſolutely neceſſary; nor have all 
men, at all times, leiſure enough for it: but 
no man ought to receive the holy communion 
without ome previous examination of himſelf. 
For the more eaſy and regular performance 
of this I would have you remember, that the. 
whole duty of a Chriſtian is reducible to three 
heads (a), and every time that you receive 


the

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the holy communion, you ought by all means 
to put, at leaſt, theſe three queſtions ſeriouſly 
home to your conſcience. 

1. Dol effectually ſhew my love to God, 
by a due honor and reſpect to himin all my 
thoughts, words and attions ? 

2. Have I a true and ſincere love for my- 
felf: that is, do I love my ſoul better than my 
body ? and am I more heartily concerned to 
ſecure my everlaſting happineſs in the world 
to come, than to compaſs my pleaſure or pro- 
fit in this life? 

3. Have I a real and ſincere love for all 
mankind, without exception ? And do I a- 
void hurting any perfon by word or deed, 
(where I can poſſibly avoid it) and am I, 
ready to do good to every one whatſoever, 
wherever I have ability and opportunity ? 

If you meditate on theſe three queſtions 
ſeriouſly for a little time, there is ſcarce any fin 
that you have been guilty of but it wile occur 
to you. 

IV. When by the examination of your 
conſcience, you have ſet your fins in your 
view, uſe in your ordinary devotions, this,
